when Lloyd George’s government fell. 
The letter shows that the United 


State and Britain had agreed to remit 


a portion of the French debt and the 
United States had agreed to remit a 
portion of 
the British 
debt to the 
United 
States in 
consideration of 
France scaling her reparations claims. 
Washington, Oct. 8.— Officials 
and 
diplomats here were stirred by dis­ 
patches from London to the effect 
that the United States under Presi­ 
dent Wilson was ready to accept a 
plan for reducing debts owed it by 
the alliea in order to effect a reduc­ 
tion in the German reparations total 
tlemanded by France. 
At. Mr. W ilson’s home here, it was 
learned that the London dispatch had 
been noted, but comment was refused. 
It was indicated, however, that (he 
former 
president 
might 
authorize 
some ‘ tatement later. 
Elsewhere 
authoritative 
denial« 
we re made of the British implication 
that the United States government in 
1920 accepted the idea of reducing 
the allied obligations if reparations 
demands on Germany were cut ac­ 
cordingly. 
London dispatches emphasized the 
assertion that Anglo-American 
debt 
negotiations at that time were drop­ 
ped by Austen Chamberlain, British 
chancellor of the exchequer, and Al­ 
bert Rathbone, representing the U nit 
ed States. 
Mr. Rathbone states that his nego­ 
tiations with Mr. Chamberlain were 
’“ halted” when he was advised that 
the British premier desired to take 
up the matter with President Wilson 
personally Mr. Rathbone emphasized 
that his negotiations were not aban­ 
doned. 
He said the discussion later 
was taken up by other repre«enta 
fives of the United States with the 
British, where he left off and led to 
funding arrangements entered 
into 
with Great Britain. 
It is pointed out 
that 
congress 
never took seriously the Wilson plan 
for taking questionable German rep­ 
arations bonds in payment of Belgian 
obligations incurred prior to the arm­ 
istice, Nov. 11. 1918. 
Congress like­ 
wise specifically prohibited the debt 
■commission from giving any consider­ 
ation to cancellation appeals. 
W hile Washington has long known 
of the existence of the letter from 
Lloyd George to Mr. Wilson in Au­ 
gust, 1920, the correspondence is not 
included in the files of the world war 
foreign debt commission among the 
papers bearing upon the terms for 
settling foreign obligations 
Portions 
of the letter, however, have been pub­ 
lished in senate documents dealing 
with foreign debts. 
The publication in I>ondon of the 
full text of the letter redirected at­ 
tention to the strenuous efforts made 
by Lloyd George to persuade France 
to agree to a reasonable reparations 
figure. 
The letter reveals that M. 
Millerand, 
then 
premier 
and now 
president of 
France, accepted 
the 
view that it was e. sential to fix Ger­ 
many’s obligations at a definite figure. 
United 
States 
officials 
still hold 
that the fixing of the reparations to­ 
tal and the settlement of internation­ 
al debts must be treated as distinct 
subjects 
It was made plain at 
the white 
house only two days ago that Presi­ 
dent Coolidge adheres to the view 
that the 
allies 
must 
repay the 
amounts loaned them by the United 
States in their time of great need 
The 
London 
inference 
that 
the 
United States ever took a different 
stand, it is believed, is based upon 
a 
misinterpretation 
of 
portions 
of 
Lloyd George’s letter to Mr 
\Ytl«on. 
The letter, it is pointed out, merely 
presen t* the British view 
Former President 
Wilson himself 
is regarded as the only person in the 
United States who can clear up just 
what personal negotiations he con­ 
ducted in this connection with rep- i

Eddyville, Ky., Oct. 8.— It is reveal­ 
ed that tow of the three convict« who 
held siege in the dining hall build­ 
ing here last Wednesday after a bat­ 
tle to escape from 
prison died by 
their own hand. 
The bodies of the 
three desperadoes were found on the 
floor when a raiding party stormed 
the hall. 
In early stages of the bat­ 
tle the convicts killed three prison 
guard«. 
Monte Walters, one of the most 
desperate of the three convict«, was 
found with a rifle ball through his 
head. 
He had been nalin in battle. 
Lawrence Griffith ami Harry Fer- 
land were shot 
through the heart. 
They were stripped to the waist, ly­ 
ing near each other. 
Powder burns 
showed they had fired the fatal shots. 
Their pistols were still gripped in 
their lifeless hands. 
They had com­ 
mitted suicide when they found es­ 
cape impossible. 
Examination of the 
bodies indicated all bad been dead 
more than 24 hours.

The «ecretaries endeavored to ex­ 
plain that the people would be disap­ 
pointed if he did not keep the en­ 
gagements made for him. to which he 
replied that so many 
engagements 
should not have been made in the 
first place. 
They pointed out that 
his first engagement for the day was 
to attend services at the First Bap­ 
tist church, and prevailed upon him 
to 
keep 
the 
church 
engagement, 
where he listened to a sermon by the 
Rev. M. H McCuteheon. 
At the close of the sermon Lloyd 
George was introduced to the con­ 
gregation and spoke briefly of the 
service. 
He said 
he 
enjoyed the 
hymns, particularly one which he had 
never heard before, beginning 
Foun­ 
tain of Good, to own Thy love our 
thankful hearts incline.” 
The reception by Weigh societies 
planned to follow the church services 
was cancelled and the former pre­ 
mier. his wife and daughter, were 
driven to the home of Senator Cas- 
grain, where a lunch was arranged 
to meet representative French Cana­ 
dians.

Although the pastor of the church 
assured the audience that it was use­ 
less to ask Lloyd George to make a 
speech because of the conditiou of 
Ills throat, the former premier insist­ 
ed upon making a few remark« before 
taking up the silver spade with winch j 
the dirt was turned. 
His talk was in the nature of a lit­ 
tle sermon, as he told the assemblage 
he was glad that in the midst of their 
prosperity they had 
not 
forgotten 
God and His worship. 
“ It is the only sure foundation for 
the growth of a great citizen,” he 
said. 
"I am glad that here iu this 
great city you are bearing iu mind 
that man does not 
live 
by bread 
alone, and that you are not victims 
of the plague of materialism that is 
threatening to engulf a great part of 
the world.” 
Lloyd George's speech today to the 
people of M ontreal'w ill be delivered 
in the vast arena sometimes used for 
hockey games and often for fistic en­ 
gagements. 
The platform on which j 
he will stand w'hile delivering his I 
speech will th# 24-foot ring in which 
fighter« hold their contests. 
Under

Lloyd 
George will make but two speeches 
in Canada, one to be delivered here 
and the other in Toronto Thursday 
The speeches at Ottawa and Hamil­ 
ton haye been cancelled as well as au 
address to have been made at Ni- 
agara Falls.

gress is convened Dec. 3. 
The chief 
purpose 
for which a 
swing through the middle west and 
southwest is being urged is to meet 
President Obregon of Mexico at the 
border line separating 
the 
United 
States and Mexican towns of Xogales, 
iu Arizona and Sonora. 
En route to 
and returning from the border con­ 
ference the president * may 
accept 
some of the many invitations which 
would be extended to him to stop 
and deliver addresses. 
The business men and commercial 
and civic organizations in Arizona, 
New Mexico and Texas are pressing 
the suggestion 
that 
Mr. Coolidge 
meet 
President 
Obregon. 
Senator 
Ralph Cameron, Republican of Ari­ 
zona, has presented the matter to the 
president and suggested the Christ­ 
mas holidays a« the best time. 
While the president at thie time I 
could not make any, definite plans, 
he has taken the matter under ad­ 
visement, and Senator Cameron is 
hopeful that he will find it possible 
to make the trip. 
The senator pointed out that the 
chief' determining 
factor 
probably 
will be the action of the seuate on 
the two 
conventions with 
Mexico, 
which Mr. Coolidge ha., announced Tie 
will submit to fhe senate for ratifica­ 
tion the first day congress is in ses­ 
sion. 
If these pacts, are approved 
and a United States ambassador to 
Mexico is named, making complete 
the resumption of relations with the 
southern republic, and recess for the 
holidays is taken by congress. Sen­ 
ator Cameron believes it will be pos­ 
sible for the president to get away 
A meeting of the two executives, 
the border people feel, would cement 
the renewed friendship between the 
United States and Mexico,; nd exert a 
helpful influence on the development 
of trade and commerce between the 
two countries. 
The historic meeting 
of President Taft and President Por- 
firio Diaz on the international bridge 
over the Rio Grande at El Paso in 
1909 is pointed to as a precedent 
Senator Cameron 
had 
taken up 
with President Harding the matter of 
a 
meeting with 
President Obregon 
before he left on his ill-fated western 
tour. 
Mr Harding had agreed to the 
meeting after hi« visit to southern 
California, but his death occurred be­ 
fore he had proceeded that far ou his 
itinerary. 
The proposed meeting 
has 
been 
suggested to President Obregon and 
he has expressed himself as heartily 
in favor of it. 
The Mexican execu­ 
tive suggested Nogales as the most 
suitable meeting place, as Xogales is 
his home town. 
Those who are urgiing the advisa­

Coolidge are not overlooking its po­ 
litical aspects. 
The presidential pri­ 
maries will just be getting under way 
about that time.

when Lloyd George’s government fell. 
The letter shows that the United 
State and Britain had agreed to remit 
a portion of the French debt and the 
United States had agreed to remit a

consideration of 
France scaling her reparations claims. 
Washington, Oct. 
8 .—Officials 
and 
diplomats here were stirred by dis­ 
patches from London to the effect 
that the United States under Presi­ 
dent Wilson was ready to accept a 
plan for reducing debti owed it by 
the allies in order to effect a reduc­ 
tion in the German reparations total 
demanded by France. 
At. Mr. Wilson’s home here, it was 
learned that the London dispatch had 
been noted, but comment was refused.

might 
authorize 
some statement later. 
EKsewuere 
authoritative 
denials 
were made of the British implication 
that the United Staten government in 
1929 accepted the idea of reducing 
the allied obligations if reparations 
demands on Germany were cut ac­ 
cordingly. 
London dispatches emphasized the 
assertion that Anglo-American 
debt 
negotiations at that time were drop­ 
ped by Austen Chamberlain, British 
chancellor of the exchequer, and Al­ 
bert Rathbone, representing the Unit 
od States. 
Mr. Rathbone Staten that his nego­ 
tiations with Mr. Chamberlain were 
^’halted” when he was advised that 
the British premier desired to take 
up the matter with President Wilson 
personally. Mr, Rathbone emphasized 
that his negotiations were not aban­ 
doned. 
He said the discussion later 
was taken up by other repreeenta 
lives of the United States with the

Reduced 
to Pathetic 
Conditions 
by 
High Cost of Living. 


Berlin. Oct. 8.— Germany’s servant 
girl problem is solved at least so far 
as the hausfrau is concerned. 
The 
high cost of living has done it. 
There are few' cooks in Germany 
w'ho get an entire dollar in a month. 
The majority of servant* receive be­ 
tween 50 and 75 cent 
per month and 
som e discarded clothing. 
The cost of living has risen so that 
hundreds of families are cutting down 
their staff of servants by half while 
others are dismissing all because they j 
can not afford to feed them 
Servants 
in 
German 
cities 
today 
are the most pathetic of all the work- 
ing classes, ragged and often fed on 
sparse crusts. 
The months wages, if 
they get any at all. if hardly sufficient j 
to buy a pair of stockings. 
The haus- J 
frau is now often a m erciless dictator , 
of terms, and terms are often simply 
a place to sleep, not
